1. Claims 1-9 and 15-22, drawn to a catalyst and method of making it, classified in 
class 502, subclass 108, 

IL Claims 10-14, drawn to an olefin polymerization process, classified in class 526, 
subclass 160. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each fi-om the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 

shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP
